YEAR  ENDED  51st  DECEMBER,  1941. 


Gentlemen. 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  1,917  acres*  The 
census  population  in  1921  and  1931  was  3390  and  4,248*  In  1941, 
the  estimated  resident  poxjulation  wb.s  3^879.  In  1987,  there  were 
936  houses,  in  1933,  969  houses,  in  1938,  1,020  houses  and  in 
1941,  1024  houses*  The  rateable  value  is  £13,230,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £49*  10.  Od,  Coal  mining  is  the 
only  industry  in  the  District* 

The  general  health  of  the  Toifnship  during  the  year 
has  been  good  on  the  whole,  apart  from  a mild  epidemic  of  measles, 
and  a severe  epidemic  of  whooping  cough. 

The  birth  rate  shows  an  increase,  and  is  well  above 
that  of  the  Country  as  a whole,  whilst  the  death  rate  is 
stationary  and  below  that  of  the  Country  as  a whole* 

The  incidence  of  scabies  has  increased.  Most  cases 
can  be  effectively  treated  at  home  if  parents  ¥/ill  seek  advice  and 
carry  it  out  thoroughly.  7/here  home  conditions  are  unsuitable, 
patients  with  this  disease  can  be, removed  to  St.  Helenas 
Hospital  for  treatment  at  their  own  expenses  according  to 
circumstances,

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  86  (32  males  and  52 
females)  of  vvhich  there  were  two  illegitimate,  i male  and  1 female. 
This  represents  a birth  rate  of  •22,18  per  1,000  resident  civilian 
population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Dales  was  14.2. 

There  were  6 still-births  (4  males  and  2 females)  in 
the  Area  during  1941,  1 of  which  was  illegitimate.  This  represents 
a rate  of  1*54  per  1,000  resident  civilian  population.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Vifales  was  *51, 


DEATHS. 

There  were  45  deaths  (29  males  and  16  females),  a death 
rato  of  11,6  per  1,000  civilian  population.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Dales  was  12,9.

HOSPITALS, 

Vife  have  no  Hospitals  in  the  Township,  Infectious  cases 
such  as  scarlatina  and  diptheria  are  sent  to  Kendray  Hospital, 
Barnsley,  and  small  pox  cases  to  Lund  Wood  Hospital,  Barnsley,  other 
cases  are  sent  to  the  Beckett  Hospital  and  St,  Helens  Hospital, 
Barnsley,  or  to  the  General  Hospitals  in  Sheffield  or  Leeds,  or  to 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  Hospitals. 

The  infectious  cases  are  removed  in  the  Barnsley 
ambulance,  and  the  othe 25  by  private  arrangement, 

NURSING  AND  CLINICS. 

There  is  a District  Nurse,  residiilfg  at  Jermyn  Croft, 
who  is  employed  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  - 
supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions.  The  Nurse  does  general 
nursing,  but  does  not  attend  infectious  cases,  nor  midv/ifery  cases. 

The  ¥ifest  Riding  County  Council  employs  a Certificated 
Midv/ife,  ¥/ho  resides  at  32,  South  Road,  Dodworth  (Telephone  No, 
Barnsley* 3896) , and  who  can  be  engaged  by  any  expectant  mother. 

There  is  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  conducted  at  ^Stonehurst ’ , 
Green  Road,  Dodvjorth,  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  every 
month,  from  2 p,m,  to  4 p.m.,  under  the  control  of  the  V/est  Riding 
County  Council. 

The  Child  Welfare  and  Babies  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the 
Mechanics  Institute,  Dodworth,  on  Tuesdays,  from  2 p.m,  to  4 p.m., 
under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 

The  West  Riding  Co\mty  Council  also  engages  a Nurse  to 
visit  the  Schools  and  also  the  babies  in  their  homes, 

AIj-  Tuberculosis  patients  come  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Yifest  Riding  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Clinic  which  is  held  at 
46,  Church  Street,  Barnsley,  vjhilst  cases  of  venereal  disease  are 
treated  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  Queen* s Road',  Barnsley, 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS, 

All  cases  of  ophthalmia  of  the  newly  born  are  notifiable 
by  the  Nurse  or  Doctor,  No  cases  were  reported  during  1941.
